Those who get the most 
votes arc the winners and. once in 
power, they forget all their promises 
and get down to the real job of 
governing the country and keeping 
the people in order. 

Under this .system we have had 
Tory Governments. Liberal Govern¬ 
ments and Labour Governments 
and the position of the people has 
remained just the same. A bit more 
welfare here, a bit more rcprc.ssion 
there, but always Ihc great majority 
of us trudge off to work every day 
having as little say in the running 
of our society as prisoners have in 
running Wormwood Scrubs.

Slate is cursed and Amcnc.*)n .socicly is 
Iscssildered, il w*as disclosed (hat for 
eleven yean—and somebody kept quiet 
all (hat time—experiments were made 
on (he ciTects of radiation on incurable 
c.mcer patients in order lo test the eftecis 
of radiation on soldiers in battle. This 
was financed hy the Pentagon's Nuclear 
Defence Agency under a £340.000 con¬ 
tract with ihe Universtiy of Cincinalti's 
College of Medicine. One hundred and 
eleven compuUor>‘ guinc.*i-pigs were 
chosen (o make their contribution to 
America's military' glory. 


These one hundred and eleven we are 
told were incurable anyhow, and to make 
(his non-wrar crime more palatable w’c 
were (old they were also underprivileged 
and undcrintelligenl. One remembers Ihc 
Nazi programmes of euthanasia and ex¬ 
termination of (hose they considered 
‘dcalhw'onhy' or untrmtrnschrn. Some 
of (his took ihe form of scientinc ex¬ 
periments for what were no doubt, in ihe 
eyes of some of the Nazi doctors, pure 
research which would benefit German 
military glory. The Sunday TeUgraph 
in its usual mealy-mouthed manner says 
that 'Between this* [the Cincinalti ex- 
pcrimcntl and the Nazis . . . There is 
still, of course, a gap. But (he gap 
looks far too oarrow for comfort.' 

Of course! Why did il take cles'en 
years for the stor>' (o teak? How many 
more eases have not leaked? Like spies, 
we only hear of the unsuccessful ones. 
Il is no comfort to the dead that Edward 
Kennedy, that tarnished cruvider. has 
taken up iheir cause. For w’as it not 
under John F. Kennedy's glistening 
crusade that it started? 

How do we know that such things 


tlo not happen lierc? The Sundas 
p;ipcr> that c.irricd the story of this 
criminal invasion of the human person 
carried stories of the callous neglect of 
the mentally ill together with a story 
of (he possibilities of Medical Engineer¬ 
ing lo cure genetic faulls and diseases 
by 'colonising* a patient with cells from 
a normal person (eventually desirable 
qualities in animats could be transferred 
lo man). 

We all know the mad excursions of 
relatively sane surgeons into unknown 
fields of heart iransplanis. In some 
of (heir Cases it is possible ihat the 
newly-dc.td 'donors* were 'recruited* in 
rather peculiar circumsianccs. 

Unfonunately il would seem ihai 
when experts get some damnfool idea 
in their heads iheir first idea is lo look 
for someone to try il out on. 

(n O'ncinattt they picked on the in¬ 
curably ill. Who's next? Out this is 
by no means the only field in which 
man is used as a guinea-pig. 

Doctors and surgeons arc on ihe 
whole humanitarians but every now' and 
again (hey try something out—blood- 
Idling or pre-fronUl lobectomy which 
doesn't work so ihey menially shrug 
(heir shoulders and go on lo the next 
wonderful idea. Wonder drugs turn out 
(o have side effects so we go back to 
the old pharmacopeia.

Melbourne University to provide an 
altemalTVe news source. It managed 20 
hours' broadcasting before the police 
raid. 

The aim of Ihe police w*as to smash 
the pirate radio and arrest four draft 
resisten who moved into the University 
and were accompanied by 200 people 
who slept with them lo defend them. 
The four rcsisien were Michael Hamel- 
Green. Tony Dalton. Mike Maddeson 
and John L^. 

One hundred Commonwealth cops 
massed outside the Univenity grounds 
at 5 o'clock in (ho morning. The escape 
plan for the four underground draft 
resrsters immediately swung into oper¬ 
ation and (hey were smuggled out before 
the police cordon had surrounded Ihe 
Union building. 

Barricades had been erected between 
the floori but at no stage wm any 
attempt made to physically defend (he 
barricades or attack the police. * 

The c^ps jenmried open the oouthem 


and eastern doors smashing the plate 
glass in the process, refusing to produce 
a search warrant before or after the raid. 
They cut the chains binding together 
chairs in the barricade and (his resulted 
in chairs slipping on top of (wo police 
who needed a few stitches for their io« 
juries. The police version was (hat ttu- 
dents threw the chain and three hours 
after the raid they arrested L^mton Brown 
who was 30 feet away from the barri¬ 
cades when the police were injured. 

A master key was prov'ided by the 
studenu to enable the police to search 
without causing damage. But (his was 
spumed by them and as the students 
sat down singing Tower to the People* 
the police smashed everything in sight 
Out (hey were loo Ute as both the draft 
resisters and radio equipment had gone.

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them carried out. One way of 
doing this is to have a system of 
popular referenda with the results 
billing on govcmmcnl. All poli¬ 
ticians arc opposed to this because 
it takes away their power and. in 
Ihc long run. would make them 
redundant. Yet the demand is 
clearly growing for some such 
system of direct democracy. 

The Po.st Office Engineering 
Union actually proposed to the 
Labour Parly Conference that a 
referendum be held on the issue 
of the Common Market and. despite 
Ihc fact that all the leaders com¬ 
pletely ignored it. ihe resolution 
received nearly two million votes. 

Il was probably the most significant 
thing that happened at Brighton.

Vy^'NDHAM MORTIMER’S fnihcr 
came from Britain lo the UniteO 
Slates and wcnl to work—as did niany 
other rmmigraot WcHh miners—in the 
coalfields of Pennsylvania. These immi¬ 
grant miners ss'cre often, as w'as Morti¬ 
mer's father, radical Mclhodists. and took 
with them to the Ncu* World the .spirit 
of trade unionism. 

Mortimer ss-as bom in IS54, in the 
now traditional little log c.abin. Ilte 
coalownen^ of Pennsylvania, Mortimer 
records, wre more concerned ov'cr the 
death of a mule than the death of a 
miner. His early life ss-as gosemed by 
the rise and fall in the fortunes of the 
coal indnstn-. Due to frequent hnnk 
failllrt^. the miners svene often paid in 
svorthlcss mones*.

He watched his father lead a strike 
and then exist from hand to mouth— 
hlacklistcd and near starsing—for over 
two years. He records graphicnily the 
impressions he gained, .at (he tender age 
of 12, of the coalmining town of Bitumen, 
which he describes as being the 'nearest 
thing to pcon.igc in Americ,x*—a lossn 
where the employer owned the mine, the 
houses (shacks rented at C doUars a 
monthl and. of course, the 'pluck me* 
store. 

In order to work at the mine, the 
miner was obliged (o buy .it the company 
store. M.iil order was impossible, due 
to the happy coincidence that the mine 
superintendent was also the local post* 
m.istcr. The local policeman had a spcci.il 
duty to watch strangers to the shanty 
town, lest they sell things to the miners. 
To facilitate (his vital duty, the constable 
was given (he first house in the \illngc. 

At the age of 12, Mortimer heg.in in 
the mine as a trapper boy. After two 
years he graduated to miners* helper. 


Nome ivlc.^ of ihc ivndilions n^.ly he 
gAincd from the fact (h.ti the miners 
were ivquirvM to provide their own tools, 
pinvilcr. d>-namile and l.imp i>il. 

He gaincvl e.srly insight into the capi- 
lalivt principle of ‘divide nnd rule*, when 
his f.ither allempted to leach English 
to Polish and Swedish miners, lliesc 
efioris sscrv fnistraied by the company, 
who hoped io use this Tower of Hahcl 
ic* prevent unionisation. 

Burgcsming U,S capitalism needed 
labour to c.irr>’ out swift industrialisation 
—and Ihc European niigr.inls provided 
the manpower which was to create the 
fortunes of the Carncgics and the Rocke¬ 
fellers. The immigrants were largely of 
peasant stock and svcrc given the line 
that (he US was a land flowing with 
milk and honey. 

Moving in 1W5 to Ohio, in an attempt 
to escape the drudgery of the mines, 
Monimer became a worker for the 
Uniicd States Steel Company. The in¬ 
terview was mainly an examination of 
his attitudes to trade unionism. The 

contract released US Steel from anv 

« 

responsibility in the cs'cnt of injury or 
death and bound the employee to non- 
unionism. 

These conditions were easily imposed 
by the employers. Uncmploj-mcni was 
rampant, union organisation at a mini¬ 
mum. So gre.it was the fear of dismissal 
that men would work (heir tc.i breaks 
and. at w’orst, become that ogre figure 
of US folk legend, the ‘stool pigeon’. 

Fired for refusing to work ,i meal 
break, Moft became a railway worker. 
Soon, a severe depression found him 
on the stones .igain. 

Tn I90S. he hc.ird Eugene Dchs. the 
pioneer American Soci.ilist. address .in 
election meeting. Mortimer began to 
understand the oppression which sur¬ 
rounded him and in the autumn of

The organisers— 
including Mortimer—at once stated that 
any solution could only come within 
the context of a general, national .agree* 
fucni with GM. Three days later, GM 
bcg.an to try to remove machinery and 
the nction spread. 

The sit-in svas lo last for 44 d.'i>‘s. 
On January 11. the police attempted lo 


force their way Into a GM factory, 
'I hey were drenched with Arc hoioi, 
pelted with bottles, door hinges, etc. They 
retreated after a six-hour battle. 

G\t sought, nnd obtained, n court 
injunction against the UAVV which was 
ignored. The workers fought on—and 
won. Ag.sln, wilh the Icg.sl threats of the 
Industrial Relations Act over our head! 
we should take note of that experience. 

The story of the sit-in, told in detail 
in this book, marks, for this reviewer, 
the relevance of the bonk. In terms 
of what may be faced by militants In 
this country. Orgnnisf is worth n read. 
Mortimer fought his campaigns Bgalmt a 
background of disapprovnl and downright 
sabot,ago by the established powers of 
the trade union world nnd ho operated 
against a siiu.siton in w'hich there wai 
strong legal conirot of trade unfoni. 

Since this is the situation we will Iq- 
crensingly find ourselves in, we could 
do ss'Orse than press our local libfRry 
to stock this book. 
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What to do 
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until the Revolution comes 
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ONCE WA'rCIlOD someone go 
through part of .an acid trip. There 
is little rem.arkablc in this. 1 know, but 
there is some point in my mentioning it. 
This person snid to me, ‘I think I’ve lost 
rny identity’. My reply w.is. ‘lucky bugger 
—I never even found mine*. This, apart 
from 'freaking him out*, m.adc me think 
about identity, and the sc^irch for it. and 
how difficult it is to find. I feel sure that 
other people must find difficulty finding 
their identity loo. .since so many of them 
make use of the various short cuU which 
arc av.'iilablc. Favourite short cuts are 
those which gel you out of the struggle 
for an individual identity by making 
you part of a group identity. You can. 
for instance, take lo religion. If you du. 
the more authoritari.an the religion, the 
easier it is. The Catholic church is an 
excellent choice. You can become a 
fascist (unfashionable) or a straight 
racialist (fashionable). Of you can join 
a trendy lcfl*wing group. 

*n>c kind of left-wing group am 
thinking of has much in common with 
an authoritarian religious accL You have 
a dogma to swallow, for a start, which 
will sjxiTC you the trouble of thinking. 
This dogma will be based on your par¬ 
ticular .sect’s interpretation of the words 
of the icfl-wing god, whose name Is 
^^af\•/Lcn^n/Che.^'rolsky/Mao/l K> (delete 
ihal/thosc which docs/do not apply). 
\Vli;ilcver happens you can find out the 
ofTieial line before you need say any¬ 
thing, even if it's something like whether 
Conir^idc Hkmk should become leader 
of the cell or not. fn fact, it’s often 
safer to check Ihc official line on any¬ 
thing before opening your mouth on the 
subject to avoid being denounced ns a 
heretic, or at feast being choiighi a foe). 
—'the revolution’. This can be discussed 
v.aguely and ciitolionally in pubs. 

Another aid to non*tbought is (he 
jargon you will be obliged to learn. 
This is ail emotive or esoteric. Much 
Religion's ‘oftex life’ has its pirallcl loo 
of it is meaningless, and a lot of it is 
interchangeable. Consider the w'ords 
’fascist’, 'bourgeois’, ‘reactionary’, etc. 
All these words have very precise mean¬ 
ings. hut as part of the (rendy left 
vocabiilar>' generally mean 'someone out¬ 
side our particular group or faction*. 
The more esoteric kind of jargon is 
usually m.ade up from initials which 
stand for the (ides which various obscure 
left groups have given themselves, and 
Ihi.s enn make a conversation Isetwccn 
two initiates sound like characters in a 
had r>py novel exchanging p;ivs\vsirds. 

1hc jargon, once learned, will spare 
you (he d.ingcf of looking ts'o closely 
at the mcihiHls by which the revolution/ 
heaven is to be rc.achcd. It is usual to 
speak of the 'proletariat' or chosen 
people, who will eventually achieve a 
Slate called 'solidarity', through which 
the 'dlciaiorship of the prolchariat* or 
kingdom on earth will be precipitated. 
Presumably they will Jet the left 'in¬ 
tellectuals’ join (hem in this happy state. 

Paradoxically, these groups :ue often 
very' difficult lo break into, despite their 
professed aim lo disseminate propaganda 
and make converts. I don’t mc,an that 
you h.ive to swear n blood oniTi to join, 
but meetings—even the so-lmIIcJ 'open* 
ones—are conducted in such a way :is 
to ficczc off any outsider who might 
stray in. Like in church, jokes are 
frowned upon, ni is laughter in (ho 
'wrung' place, which makes it tough if 
you arc the kind of person who laughs 
nt pompou.s statements. Anyone who 
asks a .simple question, as opposed to 
quoting what Lertiit said in 1917, re¬ 


ceives sneers. It is noticeable, though, 
that .such simple questions rarely get 
answered. Is this because ‘in’ memben 
arc such geniuses that they cannot con¬ 
verse on .such a mundane les'ct? Or are 
their minds so dogged with theory Rnd 
intcrfaction polemic that they cannot 
think of more practical things? 

'I'rcndy left-wing organisations often 
have an official newspaper, the title of 
which usually incorporates the word 
‘worker*. Such organisations tend to 
have a membership which is 70^. student 
and 30';,^ teacher. But groups often hiNW 
a token w'orkcr as one of (heir members. 
He or she will receive patronising smiles 
at mcctingv and will occasionally hax’e 
a verbal sugar lump offered—’I say shoot 
Ihc bosses, what do you say. Fr^? Ua 
ha hal’ But if you ever hear the asenge 
member speak of 'workers’, you wifl 
notice (he hushed and reverent (one of 
voice he uses. Before you start wonder* 
ing why, remember that ‘worken* are 
an important part of rrendy Jefc myth¬ 
ology—the dogmh uys that it is only 
through them (hat we can enter the 
rcvoluiionary kingdom of heaven. 

1 am not doubting the sincericy of 
people who join trendy left-wing move¬ 
ments, and w'ould not suggest that politics 
should never be taken seriously. 1 par¬ 
ticularly would not wish to offend tho 
many working-class people who are 
active in left-wing politics and who an 
really faced with the hard facts of life 
under (ho capitalist system. But I do 
question the motives of the ’intellectuals* 
who dominate the c.xtrcmc left. Do 
these people really w'ant what they say 
they want? If in the unlikely eveot 
(hey could command the kind of su|^ 
port for (heir cause which professioaal 
football gets from working-class youth, 
their 'dictatorship of the proletariat* 
would indeed be in sight. The result 
might be a dictatorship of skinheads, 
and your trendies w*ould flee to the Islo 
of Wight with me h.iid on their heelsl 

Perhaps stronger than tfw desire to 
change things is the desire to beloof. 
This is shown by the way many left- 
wing groups conduct their affairs like a 
schoolboy secret society. Tbere is some¬ 
thing romantic about being a revolu¬ 
tionary. something which helps make up 
for being an .assistant Famch teacher in 
Croydon. And as long os (he revolutioa 
never comes you arc quite safe. 

\N’ha( t have written up to now is un- 
tnic. At least u ccrtairt ,imount is. This 
is inevitable; I have generalised through 
necessity. If you svnnt to change the 
s>'5tcm, you can’t do it on your owa. 
The only way open to you is to work 
through a left-wing organisation. Even 
anarchists must 'organise’. The indi- 
vidu.il Is virtually powerless. But the 
danger is in the p.iradox of lighting for 
freedom by chaining oneself lo a rigid, 
.'luthoritarian dogm,*!. Adniittedly, frco» 
dom can be :i frighteningly insecure 
thing. Perhaps this explains the need 
for riuia) in most of us. which can be 
ruifillcd through the security of beloii|- 
irig to a cubidislic political group. 

lliis is not the tme purpose of sud) 
organis.'itions. Their purpose is to change 
the system, presumably to give the mass 
of people n belter life. Any group of 
people trying to achieve this aim will 
have small success unless the individuals 
cun. before attempting n ’class struggle*, 
como through a more difficult struggle— 
that of freeing ihctr minds from the 
need for repression which is fostered In 
nil of us from btrtb.

Recently, a man was acquitted in 
court after being charged with using 
the word 'fuck' (which he had u.scd) and 
il seems the magistrate was unaware of 
this decision or decided to ignore it. 
Paul is virtually a monument to con¬ 
tempt of authority and refused lo 
acknowledge the court or court proce¬ 
dure. On principle it is difTicull to deny 
him admiration for so strong a stand, 
in practice it means that he spends a 
great deal of tirrse in prison and police 
cells which persons charged with similar 
otTcnccs avoid hy following court pro¬ 
cedure. Properly defended, with a view 
to the prec^ent referred to. he might 
well be acquitted. At worst the result 
would be a fine. By binding him oxer 
for a year (with lw*o sureties of £.^0 each) 
or. altcmntixcly. three months* imprison¬ 
ment. the magistrate, in elTect. has im¬ 
posed a fearful penally. On principle 
Paul will not be hound over as he be¬ 
lieves that he is right in what he is doing 
and would repeal his words in Hyde 
Park ut the finl opportunity. As a friend 
of his. who knows his gre.il pcrvxnal 
worth <a man could not have .1 better 
or truer frienili I would prefer hirn to 
compromise at least lo the extent of 
fighting the enemy with practical

Our pacifist comrades, and all humani¬ 
tarians. find It xer> easy lo get trapped 
into supponing the 'Civil Disobedience 
Campaign'- They see il as a better alter¬ 
native to bloody civil war. indiscriminate 
bombings, etc. In general, this is right, 
but (he picture is by no means that 
simple The 'oinciul' IRA and the 
Northern Ireland Civil Rights Associa¬ 
tion arc CP-run. The policy they are 
ads'ancing is not derived from (he same 
pacifiii^umane grounds os we’d like to 
think, il is derived from the British 
Road's 'peaceful parliamentary evolu¬ 
tion to Socialism'. And. paradoxically. 
I consider it morc/as dangerous as (he 
outright confrxKilations. 

The fundamental mistake of the CP 
it lo call for reforms in a context in 
which they can’t be granted. Now in 
some situalions. and at certain times, 
reforms arc both possible and may even 
mobilise people enough to create some 
ongoing movement which can make 
more fundamenul demands. The blun¬ 
ders in Ulster centre on the fallacy that 
'democratic rights* con be won in the 
stale of Ulster 'The fact is that Ulster 
ezbu because of the use of (he Protestani 
colons by British Imperial interests. To 
call for Faulkner lo give reforms is as 
ridiculous as expecting any ruling c}as.s 
to submit to a 'peaceful road' to their 
own extinction In some States ‘demo¬ 
cratic reforms* arc a method of main¬ 
taining class rule. *rhe Ulster ruling class 
(and British inscst/nent in Ireland, north 
and south) anoox allow these 'rights* lo 
exiiL The mitlake being rrude is lhai 
the Catholics are being mobilised on a 
programme which denies the real situ 
•(ion in Ulster—which can only lead lo 
demoralisation. It is here that the real 
worry starts, for if the Catholics make 
one false step they are going to be 
wiped out in what may be the biggest 
Pogrom since (he massacre of the War¬ 
saw ghetto. In short—the IRA may 
bring il on if they aren’t careful, but 
also the pacifists/libenils/humanitarians 
(not to equate them, of course) may. by 
their concern to find 'nonviolent solu¬ 
tions'. play their part in misleading and
